Tire Court being thus fer, and ſil:nce 13 ey 
the great Gate of the ſaig Hall was fcr open to rhe 
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end, Thar all paſoos, without exception, defi. 
Tous to lc, of hear , might come into it , upon 
which the Hall was preſently filled, and hilence a 
gain orgenwy, : 

Thi> vone, Colur:cll Themliaſon , who had the 
charge of the Priſoner, was commanded to bring 
him «© th: Court, who within a quarter of an 
hours 1p«c brought kim atrended with about 
twenty Oſhcers with Partizans marching before 
him, there being other Gentlemen, to whole care.

Being thus brought up within the face of the 
Courr, The Sergcant at Arms, with his Mace, re« | 
ccives and condutts him ſtreighr to the Bar , ha- 
ving a Crimſon Vclvec Chair ſer bcfore him, 
After a ſtern lookirig wpen rhe Court , and the 
people in the Gallcrics on each fide of himyhe pla- 
ccs himſcltc, nor at all moving his Har , or other- 
wiſe thewing the leaſt reſp<& tothe Court; bur, 
preſently ils up ?gain, 2nd turnes about, looking 
downwards upon the Guards placed on the lefr 
fide, and on the mylcirude of SpeEarors on the 
right fide of the ſaid great Hall. Afrer Silence 
made among the people, the Act of Parliament,

Having again placed hi:yſelf in his Chair, with, 
his 
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his face rowards the Court, Silence being 2gain 
ordered, the Lord Prefident ſtood up and ſaid 
Lord Preſident. CHARLES STUART, 
King of England; The Commens of Exglana Ai- 
ſemblcd in ?arliament, being deeply t-nfible of
